Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.}— 
Above is the welcome dispatch which came 
in the cipher of the State department and 
was received by Secretary Hay this morning 
from the hands of Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chincse Minister. 

Tts authenticity is beyond question, and it 
shows the envoys in Pekin were safe at a 
time fuly a week or ten days after the date 
of the alleged massacre told of in the dis- 
patches from Shanghai. q 

The ‘date of the dispatch from. Minister 
Conger is not given, but it is believed to be 
July 18, only two days ago. The dispatch 
which Minister Wu sent to Pekin from Sec- 
retary Hay asking Mr. Conger for news 
was dispatched from Washington on 
Wednesday, July 11, two days after the 

“latest news from Pekin Was received by 
way of Shanghai. 


Na Chance for Deception. 
Secretary Hay's message to Minister Con- 
ger was in the Statg department cipher. It 
was extremely brief and merely asked after 
the safety of the Jegation.. No one but Min- 
Aster Conger or one of his confidential sec- 
retaries could read it, 
Today, nine days after the dispatch was 
sent, an answer. been received in the 
same cipher. It could have been sent only 


by some one who not only possessed the se- 


eret code of the State department but also 
the private key word, which is always mem- 
orized and without which the code cannot 
be worked. 

The dispatch gtven above is, of course, 
paraphrased so as to protect the cipher, but 
the wording is substantially the same as in 

the original. 


World Given the Tidings. ‘ 

"Ki is accepted as genuine by the State 
department officials, and as such has been 
 tWlegraphed to our representatives all over 

the world for the benefit of other nations. 
There was no date in the body of the dis- 
/Patch and there never is any date in such 
telegrams, the cost in that way being re- 
duced, within the last month or so the 
telegraph companies have stopped putting 
any date on dispatches from China. The 
government representatives have therefore 
Only recently been ordered to include the 
date in the body of their dispatches, but 
this instruction, of course, never reached 
Minister Conger and the dispatch from him 
was not ¢ven dated by the telegraph com- 
pany 


Fix Date Two Days Ago. 
Ths date of July 18, only two days ago, has 


been fixed.upon because a dispatch was re- 


ceived early this morning from Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow at-Shanghai which said: 

“Governor of Shantung informs me that 
he has sent you today a cipher message 

‘from Conger of the 18th.” 

From this it is evident that Minister Con- 
ger and his associates were alive after July 
U. when Secretary Hay's message was sent, 
and probably up to Wednesday of this 
week. 


At all events the sensational dispatches 
Sent out from Shanghai on Saturday and 
Sunday, giving details of the massacre sup- 


posed to have taken place a week before, fc 


Were false from beginning to end. 


| Great Credit Due to Wu. 

The Chinese Minister here is undoubtédly 
entitled to a vast amount of credit for his 
Buccessful efforts to establish communica- 
tions between Pekin and Washington. 


In fact, he suggested the whole thing and 


en went so far as to insist that the original 
message to Conger and the answer as well 
should be put in the State department cipher 
as to prevent any doubts at either end 
Of the line as to the genuineness of the cor- 
respondence. 

The result has fully justified the expecta- 
Mons of the astute Chinese diplomat, who is 
the hero of the day in Washington. 


Some Doubt the Dispatch.

Eight fishermen and two boys and two 
girls, who had been abandoned on the gov- 
ernment pier by little harbor steamers, were 
rescued by the life-saving crew yesterday 
afternoon, when the waves were dashing 
over the pier and threatening to carry the 
drenched and half-frozen people from their 
precarious holdings and wash them into the 


lake. The steamers had been forced by the |

MISS STELLA BRENNAN 
SUFFERS DEATH BY 
BURNING OF GARMENTS. 


Flames from Ignited Pan of Grease 


Catch Her Skirt and She Runs into 
Street, Where Lieut. Collins Extin- 


As a result of burns received from the 
igniting of a pan of grease, Stella Brennan, 
employed as a domestic at 268% East Chi- 
cago avenue, died yesterday afternoon. 
She was 21 years old. a 

Early in the morning Miss Brennan was 
cooking at a gasoline stove when a pot ot 
grease boiled over and her dress soon was 
in flames. She was alone in the house at the 
time, and, having no means at hand for 
quenching the flames, she fled in terror to 
the street to go to the house of a neighbor for 
aid. | 

Before she reached the street door the 
woman was enveloped in flames from head 
to foot. The fire first had caught in her 
skirt. 
the street. Lieutenant Collins, who was 
on his way to the East Chicago Avenue Po- 
lice Station, saw the woman come down 
the steps with her clothes ablaze He ran 
across the street to her rescue. She had 
climbed the steps leading to the house at 
263 East Chicago avenue in the hope of 
getting assistance, but the occupants were 
away and the door locked. As she was 
about to fall from exhaustion and pain 
Ideutenant Collins reached her, and, taking 
off his coat he threw it over her and extin- 
guished the flames. 

Miss Brennan soon lost consciousness. 
She was taken to the Passavant Hospital in 
the police ambulance, severely burned about 
the face and body, and shortly after noon 
died without recovering consciousness.

Two hun- 
dred men have been sworn in as officers and 
will be available for duty at the track should 
their presence be deemed necessary. These 
men willbe under Alexander S. Ross, Captain 
of police for the Town of Cicero. Last April 
the Town board took up the question of 
gambling at Hawthorne, and also went into 
the matter of liquor-selling there. At that 
time President Jones was authorized and 
empowered to employ as many as 200 special 
police, if necessary, to put a stop to these 
Violations of the law.

Commander Miscon- 
strues Meaning and Says 
Southrons Glory in Their 
Course in 608. 


OIL ON TROUBLED WATERS. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 20.—[Special.]—A clash 
between Generals Shaw and Gordon was an 
exciting incident at the blue and gray re- 
union here this afternoon. The veterans 
and distinguished guests had assembled in 
the barbecue hall and patriotic speeches of a 
conciliating nature had called forth applause 
from the audience and then General Shaw 
spoke. At the end of his address General 
J. B. Gordon made a rejoinder that brought 
cheers from the confederates and silence 
from the union veterans. Part of the irri- 
tating ‘reference by General Shaw was as 
follows: 

“Iam aware that both in the South and 
in the North there lingers irritating mem- 
ories over the great war. It js not strange 
that this should be so; it would be strange 
indeed if it were otherwise under all the 
remarkable circumstances surrounding the 
mighty conflict and victory. There is some 
misunderstanding, no doubt, even yet, both 
in the North and in the South, over the con- 
dition and proprieties which the surrender 
made binding upon all. 

The South fought under the Stars and 
Bars and the principles these stood for with 
a heroism unsurpassed in battle record, and 
all they fought for went down with their 
silenced guns in an unquestionable settle- 
ment and decision of all the issues in- 
volved. The confederacy passed into his- 
tory as a dead and gone effort to found a 
new nation on American soil, and its furled 
flag should have no place in public view or 
parade henceforth except on reminiscent 
occasions like this or a reunion.” 

General Shaw did not follow his notes ver- 
batim, and in speaking extemporaneously 
declared he did not approve the practice of 
employing such agencies as school text 
books to keep the memories and bitterness 
of the war alive in the breasts of young 
Southrons. The best course, he said, was 
General Gordon’s Impassioned Reply. 

General Gordon seemed to construe this 
as tantamount to a declaration that Southern 
children should be taught that their fathers 
were in error in espousing the principles of 
the "60s. At any rate, at the close of General 


Shaw's speech he impetuously mounted the 


platform and in vigorous language informed 
General Shaw that Southrons did not re- 
gret their actions thirty-seven years ago, and 
that he would not submit to his child being 
taught that their fathers fought ignobly. 
He declared in impassioned accents that 
he and every Southern man are proud of the 
fact that they had fought.for what they still 
believe was right, and that while he loved 
Shaw devotedly he wanted to put him on 
notice that all men felt as did he (Gordon), 
and that they would be untrue to manhood 
and Christianity if they did not teach their 
children that the dying generation contended 
for a righteous cause. He declared that when 
he died he wanted the chief inscription on 
his tombstone to be, He was proud that he 
was a confederate soldier. 
General Shaw Replies Conciliatingly. 
At the close of this rejoinder the majority 
of the audience manifested their approval 


in a thunderous manner, amid much confu- - 


sion and tumult. General Shaw then arose, 
and in a calm tone, every word carefully 
weighed, said that he made every allowance 
for honest difference of opinion, and that 
if his speech and General Gordon's were 
carefully and dispassionately compared he 
felt sure they would be discovered to be 
almost identical in sentiment. 

He resumed his seat amid applause, and, 
shaking General Gordon by the hand, the 
unpleasant episode speedily became con- 
verted into a love feast. The two leaders of 
opposite organizations listened to the re- 
maining speeches with their arms resting 
on each other's shoulders,

Dr. Thomas A. Noble, when seen last night, 
was unable from the facts given in the dis- 
patch to give any clew that might lead to the 
identity of the man.

I do 
not remember prescribing poison to any cler- 
gyman.

LONDON, July 21, 4 a. The London 
press and public, having made up theinminds 
a week ago that all the members of the Pekin 
legation have been massacred, and haying 
prepared an elaborate memorial service Im 
honor of the dead at St. Paul's the coming 
Monday, are inclined to be skeptical.over the 
Conger message and regard it as another 
clever Chinese trick. This is the way the

There is no escape from the conclusion 
that the massacre took place as reported, and 
the only Inference we can draw from the 
mendacity of the Chinese is that they are 


| deeply interested in delaying a full reel 
tion of their atrocities, and that their mat 


purpose at this moment is to gain time fox 
preparation.” 


Believe Massacre Story True.

Turkish Ruler Willing to Urge 
Mohammedans in China

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GRACE CORNEAU.) 

PARIS, July 20.—The Chinese Minister to- 
day handed to Foreign Minister Delcasse 
a dispatch for President Loubet from the 
Emperor of China. In the telegram, which 
was sent by the Governor of Shantung on 
July 19, and in which no mention is made of 
the foreign Ministers in Pekin, the Em- 
peror demands mediation by France. 

Minister Delcasse told the Chinese Minis- 
ter that he would transmit the dispatch to 
President Loubet, and said that the Presi- 
dent’s reply would be addressed to the 
French Legation in Pekin, where the im- 
perial government could go to get it. But. 
before any reply is sent the republic wanted 
to know positively that the French Minis- 
ter in Pekin was safe and sound. 

The Chinese Minister replied that he would 
immediately communicate with the Governor 
of Shantung and ascertain the exact situ- 
ation as to the French Minister. France is 
perfectly willing to mediate if Minister 
Pichon is safe, but no decision was reached 
in the case. 
There is great distrust in diplomatic cir- 
cles regarding Li Hung Chang, who is con- 
sidered a lying, crafty accomplice of the 
Dowager Empress, and ready to deceive and 
mock Europe. 
The demand for mediation has created a 
great sensation among all political leaders 
and is a triumph of M. Delcasse sufficient 
to make him a hero. It is flattering to 
French national pride that their country has 
been chosen oft of a fe allied powers to 
act as mediator. | | 
Arouses Lively Comment. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 
PARIS, July 21.—The telegram from the 
Emperor of China requesting the mediation 
of France forms the subject of more or less 
elaborate comment in the Paris morning 
papers, which, generally speaking, congrat- 
late M. Delcasse upon hie reply. 
The Figaro says:: We must guard 
against the first impulse created by the 
telegram. France, having no interests in 
north China, is undoubtedly better fitted 
than any other power to become the inter, 
preter of the claims of the civilized world, 
but, as dealing with the craftiest people of 
the Kast, it is necessary to ask one's self if 
the proposal does not contain a trap, the 
object of which ts to destroy the existing ac- 
cord between the powers. 
„M. Delcasse is too shrewd and cautious 
not to have immediately seen the necessity 
of acting with prudence, and the reply he 
has given to the Chinese Minister is the 
only one possible, for us. It is through 
the accredited representative of the French 
government in Pekin that the negotiations 
must be made, if he is safe and sound.“ 

The Figaro expresses astonishment that 
no mention is made in the dispatch of the 
fate of the foreign Ministers, and it marvels 
at the ambiguity of the telegram, saying: 
“Who is the Emperor referred to, the 
former one who was reported poisoned, or 
Prince Tuan?" ‘ 


Calls It Audacity. 8 
Le Journal is also surprised at the en- 
traordinary audacity displayed in address- 
ing the government direct without giving 
news as to the French Minister. It says: 

“One begins to regard with suspicion Li 
Hung Chang and the other Viceroys of the 
maritime provinces, who for weeks past have 
tried to throw dust in our eyes. If Li Hung 
Chang possesses the power in China with 
which he is credited perhaps it would be 
wise to keep him in Shanghai or else- 
Where.“ 

The Matin says: The Emperor has been 
caught in his own trap, if the only object of 
his request for mediation is to check the 
movement of the allies in order to gain 
time.“

BERLIN, July 20,—It is understood in or- 
ficial circles that Germany ts joining Russia 
in the objection to a Japanese Field Mar- 
shal becoming commander of the allied forces 
in China. Germany makes no concealment 
that her main desire is to cultivate Russian 
friendship. One cannot say, however, that 
Russia quite reciprocates this feeling. The 
officials of Russia not only accept but boldly 
seek German good-will. Unofficial Russia, 
however, as represented by the press, ap- 
pears bitterly hostile toward Germany. 
Germany, it is stated here, did ndt seek 
the chief command, but would accept the 
burden and responsibility should the pow- 
ers nominate her. I have reason to believe 
that General Waldersee is Germany's choice 
in the event she is requested to supply a 
commander-in-chief, It is denied that Ger- 
many has nominated Lord Wolseley for the 
place, | 
Eugene Wolf, who has traveled in China, 
blames England for the whole trouble, be- 
cause English influence called the Chinese 
reform party into existence, and it engen- 
dered the reaction against all foreigners. 
Mr. Wolf recommends that Germany make 
the following demands on China after peace 
is restored: he 
“Germany must insist on three points. 
She must have the Princes’ palace opposite 
the British Embassy in Pekin; China must 
bind herself to furnish Germany for colonial 
purposes as many hundreds of thousands of 
coolies as Germany wants, and the Chinese 
gvernment must grect on German territory

The mystery hidden behind the walls ot 
Pekin has riveted the attention of the civil- 
ized world for nearly two months. On June 
1 the foreign legations in Pekin were occu- 


noble, the cultured of the six most powerful 
and enlightened states of the modern world, 
besides notables of half a dozen minor states, 
each in its way representative of the science 
and progress of the fiineteenth century. 
There Were seventy-nine missionaries. And 
with these their wives and children. 


Six weeks ago the vast city of Pekin was 
already overrun by hordes of fanatic and m- 
comprehensible rustics. In all times each 
legation had a small guard of a dozen or 
score of soldiers; these were re@nforced by 
400 saflors and marines, proportionately con- 
tributed by the sea powers concerned. 

At the most there were at the beginning 
of the great mystery some 500 armed for- 
eigners landed on July 1 from the warships, 
of whom perhaps 200 spoke or understood 
the English language. 

These were distributed among the re- 
spective legations, which are scattered at 
wide intervals, in extensive private grounds, 
along the street known as Legation street, 
but which in Pekin is called, from its sani- 
tary neglect, the streets of stinks.”

The origin of this, the deepest mystery of 
modern times—a mystery literally unparal- 
lelled in the history of all times—must really 
be sought in the Boxer movement, which 
began so far back as October of last year 
with the murder of two missionaries in the 
Western province of Shan Tung. 

The rioting, which has since ensued, was 
originally due to the insistence of the Ger- 
mans in proceeding with the construction 
of a railway, a proposal deeply resented by 
the inhabitants of the Province of Shan 
Tung. 

The “ Boxers” resenting this, slowly but 
surely, and with great secrecy, gathered 
together their scattered forces and finally 
succeeded in the two-fold object for which 
their soclety—one of the greatest and most 


secret societies in China—was originally con- 


stituted—namely: The extermination of all 
foreigners and the extermination of all na- 
tive Christians, who are worte than for- 
eigners.” 


Although repeatedly warned during the 
whole of the winter of 1899 and the spring of

this year by their respective representatives 
at Pekin of the undoubted danger which 
threatened Duropean interests in China, and 
also peans themselves, if this move- 
ment were allowed to go on unchecked, the 
governments of the great powers do not ap- 
pear to have realized the seriousness of the 
situation with the exception of the govern- 
ment of the United States. tie. 

It was only in May that the awakening of 
this government came. On the 25th of that 
month instructions were sent by the State 
department to Minister Conger at Pekin bid- 
ding him inform the Chinese government 
that the government of the United States 


expected it promptly and thoroughly to 


stamp out the Boxers; to provide proper 
guarantees of the maintenance of peace and 
order, and for the protection of the lives and 
property of Americans in China. Unfortu- 
nately the power of the Boxer movement 


had by this time become. 


On May 28th a telegram from Tien Tsin 
stated that the Boxer army was marching 
on Pekin; that 800 refugees had sought pro- 
tection in the French ¢athedral. Minister 
Conger telegraphed from Pekin regarding 


the “ extreme gravity of the situation,“ and 


on the same day 100 American marines who 


had been landed at Taku from the United 


States cruiser Newark arrived at Tien Tsin. 


Au the great powers were now fully alive

June 20 Admiral Seymour's rellef ex- 
pedition was driven back and reported fail- 
ure. He had been unable to reach Pekin 
owing to the destruction of the railway, the 
lack of supplies, and the fact that he was 
hampered by his wounded. . 

In the meantime, despite these heroic ef- 
forts by the great powers to save the lives 
of their luckless representatives in Pekin, 
their fate still hung in the balance. It has 
been repeatedly reported that the horde of 
Chinese have destroyed one by one the dif- 
ferent legations; that the German Ambas- 
sador, Baron Ketteler, was assassinated 
in the streets; and finally that the foreign 
envoys, with their wives, children, guests, 
and over three score missionaries, made

For days the legations had been surround- 
ed. On June 26 the Boxérs and imperial 
troops and the lust-maddened, ravenous 
Chinese mob are reported to have massed 
themselves near the legation buildings. 
Sortie after sortie, it is asserted, was made 
by the marine guards. So bold, so gallant, so 
desperate were these sorties that the Chi- 
nese were obliged to move back their en- 
campments from the immediaté vicinity of 
the legation. 

Ultimately Prince Tuan, leader of the 
Chinese, other rumors declare, decided to 
make an organized night attack. A confer- 
ence of the Chinese leaders was held and a 
regular plan of attack was agreed upon. 
Three powerfyl columns, with strong re- 
serves, at 6 p. m. on July 6 opened fire with 
artillery upon the legation where the allies 
were concentrated. For two hours the walls 
of the building were battered with shot and 
shell and huge breaches were made. 

Then, so the Shanghal story goes, a gen- 
eral advance was ordered and the Chinese 
infantry, constantly firing volleys, moved 
toward the gaps in the walls. Toward sun- 
rise it was evident that the ammunition of 
the allles was running out, and at 7 o’clock 
the Chinese made a rush. Thus, standing 
together as the sun ros¢, the little remain- 
ing band mét death stubbornly. Every one 
of the Europeans remaining, it was declared. 
was put to the sword in the most atrocious 
manner. “| 

But since the arrival of the alleged details 
of the massacre said to have taken place on 
the night of July 6 the mystery has become 
greater than ever. Foreign governments 
have been assured that the legations were 
safe on July 4, Again they were reported 
to be safe on July b. Then Li Hung Chang 
declares they were safe on July 8 Other re- 

ports have declared that the foreigners had 
all been removed to Prince Ching’s palace, 
in the northern part of the-city, where they 
were being guarded by imperial troops. 

Now comes Minister Conger’s message in- 
dicating that all were alive on July 18, but 
in imminent danger of massacre. Yet many 
diplomats in Washington and London are 
suspicious, saying Minister Conger’s mes- 
sage might have been written at any time 
within the last month, held back by the Chi- 
nese, and only dispatched on July 18 to allay 
suspicion. | 

No one knows what to believe and the 
mystery may not be definitely revealed until 
the allied armies fight their way to Pekin, 
batter down the walis, and thus get at the 
truth.

When the Boxers come down upon these 
great tea-growing centers incalculable dam- 
age is anticipated, and a long cessation of 
Chinese tea trade looked for. China fur- 
nishes 50 per cent of the world’s supply of 
tea. 
When the present troubles in China broke 
out there were 28,000,000 pounds of tea in 
this country. This tea is being rapidly 
bought up by retailers, and if there is any 
interference in the tea growing of China 
a rapid rise in the price of tea will regult. |

LONDON, July 21.—S8t. Petersburg dis; 
patches show that the situation in Man- 
churia is improving. General Gribski, after 
relieving Blagovechensk, capital of the Amur 
government, received further reinforcements 
and bombarded the Chinese Village of Sak- 
halin, which was set on fire.

Washington Physician Makes Strange 
Claim to Receiving Messages Direct 
from China’s Capital. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
* Minister Conger, his family, and lady 
guests are-safe. They are confined with 
other foreigners in a subterranean passage 
between the imperial palace and the English 
Legation. They are suffering somewhat 
from lack of food, but no bodily harm has 
come to any of them.“ 

This is the substance of a communication 
sent.to the White House yesterday by Dr. 
J. C. Ellis, a practicing physician of this 
city in good standing, who resides at 1817 
K street, N. W. 

Dr. Ellis claims to have received his in- 
formation through secret sources direct 
from China. He declines to disclose the 
source of his information at present, but has 
informed the authorities that he will do so 
at the proper time. 15 

When his communication was first re- 
ceived at the White House little importance 
was attached to it, but upon the receipt of 
a cipher message from Minister Conger this 
morning then Colonel Montgomery, who is 
in charge of the White House in the absence 
of Secretary Cortelyou, wrote a note to Dr. 
Ellis asking if he had any further particu- 
lars and for his source of information. 


Has Had Three Messages. 

“T have just replfed to Colonel Mont- 
gomery,” said Dr. Ellis, when a reporter 
called at his residence this afternoon, “* stat- 
ing that I received another message just 
before noon today, showing that the Minis- 
ter and his family were still safe up to 6 
o'clock this morning. I told Colonel Mont- 
gomery that I was not yet prepared to give 
him my source of information, but that 
he could depend upon it as being absolutely 
trustworthy. I expect another message to- 
morrow and Will take pains to inform the 
authorities and the public. 1 

“I have had three messages thus far. 
The first, which I transmitted to the White 
House, came on Wednesday. I communicat- 
ed its contents to the White House on the 
following morning, and today Chief Wilkie

WOULD UNITE WITH JAPAN, 


China Urges the Mikado to Make Com- 
mon Cause Against the Foreigners 
—Curt Answer Given. 


LONDON, July 21, 4 a. m.—Dispatches 
from Yokohama announce that another di- 
vision of Japanese troops is embarking for 
China, accompanied by a siege train for the 
reduction of Pekin. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Dally 
Mail asserts that Emperor Kwang Su tel- 
egraphed to the Mikado an expression of re- 
gret for the murder of the Japanese Chan- 
cellor of Legation, Sugiyama Akira, and 
pointed out that the community of interest 
between China and Japan in the East, 
against the ambitions of the Western pow- 
ers, should lead the Japanese Emperor to 
make common cause with China and to as- 
sist in the restoration of peace. “ 

The Mikado, according to the correspond- 

ent, replied that the action of the insur- 
gents was in complete violation of interna- 
tional law and that the murder of Baron 
von Ketteler was a grievous offense. The 
Mikado added that the Chinese government 
should suppress the disorders and rescue 
the Ministers, thus disarming the hostility 
of Europe. His Majesty's dispatch conclud- 
ed thus: 
Japan is cordially friendly and is only 
sending troops to rescue the foreigners in 
Pekin and to restore order. She has no wl- 
terior objects hostile to China; and, if prop- 
er measures are taken, she is prepared to use 
her influence to conserve the interests of 
the Celestial empire.“ 


STRENGTH OF ALLIED ARMY. 


Estimated by September 173,000 For- 
eign Troops Will Be Landed 
in China. 


BERLIN, July 20.—The semi-official Min- 
tar Wochenblatt asserts, from alleged au- 
thentic figures, that the number of allied 
troops now in China is 43,000. Of these, 
however, 20,000 Russians are located in Liao 
Tung Peninsula and Kwan Tung Province, 
and 1,600 Germans, with sixteen field guns, 
twelve heavy guns, and six machine guns, 
at Kiao Chou. 

Now on the way from Germany, France, 
and England there are about 15,000 men, and

faith Minister Wu brought with him 
the original dispatch and sacrificed his gov- 
ernment’s cipher to the occasion by produc- 
ing his code book, thus enabling Secretary 
Hay to decipher not only the dispatch from 
Conger himself but the message from the 
Chinese government in which it was care- 
fully embalmed. 

Taken altogether, the message is a com- 
plicated one and should be read paragraph 
by paragraph. 

Minister Wu telegraphed to the Taotai at 
Shanghai asking that Secretary Hay's mes-

. Explanation of the Message. 

The first paragraph of the dispatch to- 
day is from the Taotai and refers to the re- 
quest as follows: 

“Your telegram was forwarded as 
guested, I send you the reply of the Tsung- 
li-Yamen as follows: 

The Tsung-li-Yamen, which is the Chinese 
Foreign office, thereupon replies to Minister 
Wu: 

“Your tel of the 15th day of this 
moon (Iith of July) received, and the Sec- 
retary of State’s telegram has been hand- 
ed to Minister Conger. Herewith is Minister 
Conger’s reply to the Secretary of State, 
which please forward.” | 
All of this portion of the dispatch was in 
the government cipher of China, and it was 
translated into Chinese and then into Eng- 
lish by Minister Wu's setretary. = 

The rest of the telegram was in the cipher 
of the State department of the Unfted States 
and was signed in English and reads: 

“ British Legation under continuous shot 
and shell from Chinese troops. Quick re- 
lief only can prevent general massacre.“ 


No Reason for Doubt. : 

The method of transmission and the ex- 
treme frankness of Minister Wu placed the 
dispatch beyond all question. To cap the 
climax, the courteous representative of 
China, 80 soon as he had finished his part 
of the work, left the State department with-

Washington, D. C., July 20.— We are all 
happy over the good tidings from China.“ 
said Secretary Long. “I have hardly had 
time to think of the exact effect of the news 
on the situation, but it removes one of the 
great elements of doubt and leaves-us free 
to hope for the rescue of the foreigners in 
Pekin. It is a great victory for the State 
department of the United States. 

Every country in Christendom was em- 
ploying every agency in its possession to ob- 
tain authentic news of the besieged Min- 
isters and the United States is the first to 
give to the world authentic and absolutely 
reliable word direct from the place in which 
the beleaguered Ministers are garrisoned. 

There is now good reason to believe that 
the Ministers will be able to hold out until 
a relieving force reaches them. If they have 
been able to stand the siege for almost a 
month after the outside world had given up 
hope there seems no reason to fear that they 
will not be able to hold out a little longer. 

Do you regard the fact that the message 
is in the State department code as conclu- 
sive evidence that it emanated from Minister 
Conger?’ he was asked. Might it not be 
possible that, having massacred the people 
in*the American Legation, the code fell into 
the hands of the leaders of the Boxer move- 
ment, and if such were the fact. they might 
have framed the reply in the State depart- 
ment's code and attached Minister Conger's 
signature to it?” | 

“I regard such a suggestion as dealing 
with a possibility too remote to be seriously 
considered,” replied the Secretary. “I am 
of the opinion that outsiders could not have 
made use of our code, and beside the nature

Declares His Belief in the Genuineness 
of the Cipher Message from 
| Minister Conger. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
Minister Wu was exceedingly frank in ex- 
plaining how he forwarded the message and 
received the answer from Mr. Conger. ‘ So 
that I could show Secretary Hay the exact 
messuge I received accompanying the dis- 
patch from Mr. Conger, said the Chinese 
Minister, ‘‘ which-was received at the lega- 
tion, also in code, and translated by our 
attachés, I took with me to the depart- 
ment my code book and my mes- 
sage as it originally came to me and was 
translated here at the legation. I took with 
me my code, so that the Secretary of State 
could have no doubt as to what my message 
was. 

„Ot course I could not know until the 
State department had translated the mes- 
sage from Minister Conger by its own cipher 
what his message contained, but I wanted to 
assure Secretary Hay of the source of my 
message asking me to forward the Conger 
message to him. 


„My message came by way of the Shang- 
hai Taotai, and the telegraph company has 
been asked to repeat it, so that one or two 
obscure or omitted words may be verified. 
These words are not important. 

“ The fact that the message from Minister 
Conger came in the State department cipher 
is the main thing. Now we know that he 
was alive on July 18. We know that he was 
not safe by any means, but alive, yes. The 


thing now is to go to the rescue. 


Was His Own Device.. 

„ am much gratified to have been able 
to get this reply so soon to Secretary Hay’s 
cipher sent a week ago to Minister Conger. 
When the edict was received a week ago 


was willing to try to get a message through 
to Minister Conger. I replied that I would 
do everything in my power to do so. But I 
‘said to the Secretary that there would be 
no use perhaps in my sending a message to 
‘the American Minister. When it reached 
him he would likely ask, Who are you?’ 
‘Who is he?’ He might have thought that 
I was an agent of the Boxers and made no 
reply. 

“So I suggested that the safe way would 
be for me to forward a State department 
cipher message, which Minister Conger 
would know came direct from his govern- 
ment and could not come from any one else. 
This I did for Secretary Hay, and the whole 
circle is complete, showing the course the 
message took from your Secretary of State 
through me to Pekin and to your Minister, 
and the course his message took in reaching 
Secretary Hay. | 

“Those who would impeach all of the 
Chinese on account of the wrong-doing of 
some of them cannot now, it seems to me. 
have any doubt that I have done my best and 
that I am anxious to serve your government 
to the utmost of my ability during these un- 
fortunate troubles in China.

LONDON, July 20.— Minister Conger's re- 
ply to the Washington message created a 
tremendous sensation here, strengthening 
the hope of rescuing the legations.

FIX TIME FOR CUBAN ELECTION. 


Understood That Sept. 15 Is Date Set 
for Electing Delegates on 
Constitution. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—It is under- 
stood that the President and General Wood 
have agreed on Sept. 15 as the time for hold- 
ing the election in Cuba for delegates to the 
constitutional convention that is to be called 
for the purpose of formulating a constitu- 
tion for an independent government for 
Cuba. 

On the return of General Wood to Cuba he 
will confer with the leaders of the Cuban peo- 
ple as to the details of the election and as to 
what restrictions, if any, should be placed 
upon universal suffrage in the island. It is 
now hoped that the constitutional conven- 
tion will be held before the end of the year, 
and if possible as early as Oct. 15. 

There is no doubt that any constitution 
that may be formed will be scrutinized care- 
fully by the President and possibly by Con- 
gress before it is allowed to go into opera- 
tion, for it is the settled conviction of the 
officials that Cuba should not be permitted 4 
to make treaties with foreign nations, except 
through the United States, nor should the 
people be allowed to involve the island in 
debt unless authorized to do so by this gov- 
ernment. 


SWAMP LANDS FOR THE BOERS. 


Indianapolis Real Estate Men Have 
a Scheme for Reclaiming the Kan- 
kakee Region. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 20.—[Spectial. ]— 
Several real estate men in this city are 
projecting a scheme to settle several thou- 
sand expatriated Boers in Jasper, Newton, 
Lake, Porter, and La Porte Counties on 
lands now under water, but which these 
northern counties have been trying to re- 
claim for several years. The announcement 
that 10,000 Boers were coming to America 
set this project on foot. In this tier of 
northern counties are thousands of acres 
of swamp land along the Kankakee River 
that have never been entered or settled un- 
der the homestead law. The Kankakee 
River, from its source in Elkhart County to 
the State line, with its hundreds of turns, 
is over 200 miles in length, but if straight- 
ened would be little more than a ditch nine- 
ty miles long, leaving thousands of acres 
dry. The Indianapolis real estate men are 
scheming to get enough Boers into this ter- 
ritory to properly enter the land, afford a 
substantial residence, against which the 
costs of the improvement could be levied. 
When the scheme began to be noised about 
in this city it first was reported that the

TO SEIZE INSURANCE 
COMPANY PROPERTY IN 
FAMOUS HILLMON CASE. 


Attorneys for the Kansas Woman Take 
Advantage of Circumstances and 
Prepare to Collect the Long Fought 
Judgment. 


* 


Leavenworth, Kas., July 20.— [Special. 
A writ of execution to collect the judgment 
against the two remaining insurance com- 
panies in the famous Hillmon case was put 
in the hands of United States Marshal 
Sterne today. If the writ of execution holds 
good it will put a sudden end to the twenty 
years of litigation without waiting for the 
contested points in the last trial to be 
passed on by the United States Supreme 
“Court. 

At the conclusion of the sixth trial in No- 
vember when a verdict of $34,000 was given 
in favor of Mrs. Hillmon, the insurance 
companies gave notice of an appeal. It de- 
veloped they failed to put up a supersedeas 
bond, and, according to a recent decision 
of Judge Thayer of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals, when a supersedeas 
bond is not filed and approved within sixty 
days from the date of judgment, judgment 
is not stayed. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Hillmon quietly 
prepared the necessary papers to execute 
the judgment and Marshal Sterne was sum- 
moned here today and ordered to levy on 
the property of the Connecticut Mutual and 
the New York Life Insurance companies 
wherever it could be found. 

If the judgment is collected under this 
new move the costs of the six trials would 
fall on the insurance companies. The costs 
at the end of the last trial amounted to $90,- 
000, and the transcribing of testimony since 
has added several thousand more.

The Chicago Single Tax club in a tem- 
best uous meeting last night voted to support 
the Single Tax party movement inaugurated 
at a meeting Thursday night. F. H. Monroe 
presided. Immediately after the meeting 
had been called to order H. H. Hardinge in- 
troduced the following resolution:

TESTIMONY HIPS POWERS 


DEFENDANT ACCUSED OF CON- 
SPIRACY TO KILL GOEBEL. 


Robert Noaks, Cantata of a Mountain 
Company, Attributes Incriminating 
Statements to Man on Trial Which 
Were Made Previous to the Murder— 
Says He Spoke of Goebel’s Death as 
a Foregone Conclusion—Evidence 
Implicates Others in the Plot to Kill. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 20.—{Special.}— 
Caleb Powers was today directly accused of 
conspiracy to kill William Goebel. The 
accusation came from Robert Noaks, a con- 
ductor employed by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad company, and Captain of a 
militia company secretly organized of 
mountain men and composed, as Noaks said, 
of the most desperate men he could get to- 
gether.. Noaks’ testimony was direct and 
emphatic. It was not dragged out by 
prompting, but was given in a voluntary, 
running way, and ‘unfolded hitherto un- 
known details of the alleged conspiracy. 
His direct testimony was finished today and 
the defense will take the witness tomorrow. 

The putting of Noaks on the stand was 
unexpected. Several minor witnesses were 
heard, and then in the afternoon the com- 
monwealth called David Chadwell, who, it 
developed, was one of the desperadoes en- 
listed by Noaks. The defense began objec- 
tions to Chadwell's testimany. 

„Well, then,“ said Colonel Campbell, we 
will pass him and call Noak’.”’ | 

Then came the thunderclap. The defense 
objected vigorously, claiming Noaks was a 
codefendant, though he has not been indict- 
ed, only recently having been. arrested in 
Virginia and brought here under arrest as a 
witness: 


Accredited to Powers. 

For the next two hours came from Noaks 
such statements ag these, accredited to 
Powers: 

After Goebel is dead this thing will be 
settled; Goebel has not much longer to live.” 

Powers told me to get desperate men. 
He also asked me if I knew where he could 
get some smokeless powder cartridges. 

The seizure of trains to get to Frankfort 
was directed by Powers, but Finley ordered 
this and ordered a train chartered. Wit- 
ness said that two weeks after the election 
Powers told him he wanted as many men 
as possible taken to Frankfort to crowd 
around the place where the contest boards 
were sitting and act in such a manner as to 
intimidate the election commissioners and 
give the Governor an excuse for calling out 
the militia. Charles Finley also said the 
same thing. | ; 

Witness raised sixty-five men took 
them to Frankfort on the Louisville and 
Nashville. He continued: : 

During December Powers told me to 
organize a company of State militia. He 
also told me to get as many desperate men 
in the company as possible—men who would 
stay with us in any emergency. He also 
asked me if I knew where he could get some 
smokeless powder cartridges. I told him I 
did not. He asked me if I could not go to 
Fort Thomas and get some smokeleds pow- 
der cartridges and express them to J. C. 
Munyon, Frankfort. I told him I did not 
know whether I could or not. . 


Would Disrupt Party. 

Witness related another conversation with 
Powers, and said the latter, in replying to a 
question as to what the end of the contest 
gould be, said: It won't amount to any- 
thing. After Goebel is dead there is not an- 
other Democrat in the State who can hold 
the party together as he has done.” 

During the Van Meter-Berry contest many 
of Noak's men were stationed in the wom- 
en's gallery. Speaker Trimble sent to have 
the seats given up to some women. Witness 
said that Culton sent word to the men not to 
leave, and that when Trimble tried o have 
the galleries cleared it would bring on a 
fight. The gallery, however, was peaceably 
cleared. | 

A few moments after that John L. Powers 
came to the witness and told him to stand in 
close to the building. ‘“‘ What's the matter?“ 
asked the witness of Powers, who was pale 
and excited. “Some of our men are up- 
stairs, and when Goebel and some of the 
others come in they are going ‘to do the 
work.“ 

Witness protested, and Powers told him 
not to get excited; Witness then started to 
the Capitol Hotel to tell Goebel not to come, 
but met another man and did not get there 
before he was stopped by Mr. Hurst, post- 
master of Harlan, who took him to a res- 


taurant. 


In Powers’ Office. 
Later witness went into the Secretary of 
State’s office and there found Caleb Powers, 
Harry Youbey, and W. H. Culton. Powers 
led him to the window in his private office, 
Powers said: ‘‘ Bob, I understand you have 
two men in your company, and that if you 
told them you wanted a certain man killed 
he would be found a corpse the next morn- 
ng.“ 
l 21 asked him if he meant Jones and Chad- 
well. He said he did. I told him that they 
were desperate men in a fair fight, but 1 
did not think they would do that. Powers 
said he thought they would. I asked him 
later about taking some of my men back, and 
he told me to pick out men of my company 
to stay in Frankfort and to be sure to have 
Jones and Chadwell among the number. } 

„We're to camp here in the yard,” he 
said, ‘ and the city police are liable to try to 
drive us out. Then we will shoot, and shoot 
to KIll.“ 

Tires of the Business. 

Witness told Assistant Adjutant General 
Dixon that he was tired of the whole busi- 
ness and wanted to turn over his equip- 
ment. He said he believed Goebel was 
going to be Governor and that he did not 
want to be Captain of a military company 
under Goebel. Witness said Dixon then re- 
plied: “ Don't be afraid; Goebel will never 


be Governor of Kentucky. I can guarantees 


you that. If he does you will be given a 
chance to resign. But you need not be dis- 
couraged.” 

Afterward, witness said, Culton said to 
witness: ‘‘ You’re too good a man to do any- 
thing like showing the white feather. You 
wiil stay in Frankfort.“ The same evening 
witness asked Powers how much.longer the 
trouble was going to last. Powers said: 
“Not much longer. After Goebel is dead 
the thing will be settled. Goebel has not 
much longer to ve.“

Dahiman today confessed that he killed his 
wife three years ago in St. Louis. He sur- 


rendered himself to the Sheriff and made a 
Voluntary confession, saying he could no 


longer endure the remorse of his conscience. 

He says he smothered his wife with a 
pillow as she lay on her bed sick with con- 
sumption. 

He got the benefit of $500 life insurance 
carried by his wife. 

St. Louis, Mo., July. 20.—[Special.]~The 
Dahlman family resided on the first floor of 
a house at 2841 South Tenth street. Dahl- 
man was a shoemaker, plying his trade in 
the kitchen and depending upon his neigh- 
bors for his business. The two children 
were sent to a neighboring school and for 
a time the family prospered. Then Mrs. 
Dahlman was stricken with consumption, 
and finally was sent to the city hospital. 
Weeks of treatment did not work a cure, 
and after she had been there for about two 
and a half months she was taken home 
to die. Dahiman got little work from his 
neighbors and the family became more and 
more poverty stricken. All the while the 
mother persisted in keeping the children in 
school, much against her husband's wishes, 
as he wanted them to devote their time to 
her care. At last there came a time when 
no money to buy food or fuel or medicine 
was to be had. This condition of affairs 
became known to the neighbors, and, though 
none of them were wealthy, assistance was 
given. THe woman's devotion to the chil- 
dren, rather than any liking for Dahlman, 
inspired the pity. 

Late one Saturday night the family of 
John Bergman, who resided in the flat above, 
was aroused by Dahlman with the an- 
nouncement that his wife was dead. Dress- 
ing hastily, they went down-stairs to find 
the report was true. The children were in 
one corner of the room crying bitterly. 

Dahlman made little explanation as to 
the manher of his wife’s death, but nothing 
was thought of this at the time, for Mrs. 
Dahlman's death was expected almost daily. 

The woman was buried in Calvary Ceme- 
tery, and soon after the shoemaker sold 
his furniture, and the children went to a 
friend’s home on Pennsylvania avenue.

| WASTE: BANANA 


STROYS FRUIT TO HOLD PRICES. 


Agents. of. Latter Deny Charge That 
They Are Dumping Hundreds of Cars 
of Good Property, Declaring That 
Only Spoiled Stuf Is Thrown Away 
—South Water Street Discussing 
New Phase of Contest in Central 
America’s Staple Preduact. 


South Water street merchants who are 
opposing the banana trust assert that the 
trust, otherwise known as the United Fruit 
company, and its agent, the Fruit Dispatch, 
are adopting unprecedented methods. 

A dispatch to Tue Trispung from Nash- 
ville announced yesterday morning that 
twenty-nine cars of bananas had been 
dumped from Louisville and Nashville cars 
into the creek at Ashley, Ill. The bananas 
were billed for Chicago. Inquiry among the 
Chicago dealers who have been fighting the 
trust developed the fact that it is generally 
believed that this method has been used 
for some months past to rid the market of 
surplus fruit in order that the prices of the 
trust might be maintained. Representa- 
tives of the trust deny the charge and say 
any fruit thrown away was abandoned be- 
cause it was damaged. 

It is asserted by the opposition that the 
principal dumping grounds are at Cairo and 
Ashley, and that within the last six months 
nearly $200,000 worth of fruit has been dis- 
posed of in this manner. 


Statement of Independent Dealers. 


Among the concerns which are independ- 
ent of the United Fruit company are; Gara- 


Crescio, three of the largest dealers in the 
street. Mr. Crescio, referring to the re- 
ported dumping of fruit, said: 

„The it Dispatch people have dumped 
over 300 cars of bananas this spring. Never 
before in the history of the banana trade 
in Chicago have we known of dealers de- 
stroying fruit to force up prices. The opin- 
ion among the dealers is that the trust can’t 
hold out long.“ 

Prices on bananas are made up in New 
York every Saturday night by the trust,“ 
said John Zucca, a fruit broker, who claims 
he was forced out of the banana business 
by the trust. “ Their shipments are mado 
from New Orleans and Mobile and if their 
fruit is not all sold when it reaches Cairo, 
III., it is dumped tnto_the river. This has 
been going on for six months.” 


Trust Representative’s Explanation. 

When asked concerning the reported dump- 
ing of bananas F. C. Wintrode,- Chicago 
representative of the United Fruit company, 
made a positive denial of such procedure. 
He said: 

“Our company never has thrown away 
fruit that was in marketable condition. Of 
course, when bananas become damaged or 
spoiled en route we dump them rather than 
bring them into the market to the detriment 
of the trade. In doing this we are consid- 
ering the interests of the dealers as well 
as our own.”’ ge 

It is said that the fruit dealers in Mis- 

‘ , and Nebraska are engaged in 
a fight on the trust and that many of them 
have declined to handle bananas at all 
rather than pay the prices asked. Three 
formidable companies have recently been 
organized at Mobile and New Orleans to 
compete with the United Fruit company, 
and a lively war is anticipated by the Chica- 
go dealers. These compantes are the Ala- 
bama Fruit company, the Independent 
Steamship line, and the Columbian Fruit 
company, 


PRACTICAL JOKER SETS. 
FIRE TO THOMAS DWYER’S 
TROUSERS; HE |S BURNED. 


Police Arrest Edward Fito, in Whose 
Saloon Took Flax3, and He Is 
Said to Have Admitted Facts—Is 


Charged with Mayhem. |

Thomas Dwyer is at the County Hospital 
suffering from severe burns he sustained 
yesterday morning as the victim of a prac- 
tical joke perpetrated in the rear of the 
“Log Cabin saloon in Clark street, near 
Van Buren. Edward White, proprietor of 
the place, was placed under arrest by De- 
tectives Lyons and McKenna and charged 
with mayhem. 

Dwyer recently arrived in Chicago from 
Kansas and was sitting in the saloon sleep- 
ing, when, as the police heard the story, 
some one crept up to him and poured alcohol 
on his trousers below the knees and ignited 
the spirits with a match. 

Instantly Dwyer's trousers were in flames, 
and almost before he was awake the fire 
had burned through to his flesh. It is 
charged that no attempt was made by the 
practical joker to extinguish the blaze, even 
when it looked as if the man would be se- 
verely burned. 

At the County Hospital the physician who 
cared for him said Dwyer had been severely 
burned, but amputation would not be neces- 


sary. 

The police say White has confessed that 
he set fire to Dwyer's trousers, and that 
when arrested he seemed indifferent and 
said he did it more for a joke than any- 
thing else. 

1 couldn't tell you who the guilty party 
is,” said Dwyer at the hospital. Whoever 
he is, I am ready to say that he is a coward. 
I was sleeping peacefully until I felt the 
fire, and was disturbing nobody. Other 
means might have been used if they didn't 
want my company. It was a great joke—I 
don't think.“

HIS MATRIMONIAL HISTORY DIS- 
CLOSED BY THE PROSECUTION. 


Alleged -Murderer of Gates Had Three 
Wives and Was Preparing to Take 
a Fourth When He Was Arrested— 
The First Oneanda Family of Eight 
Children Was Deserted in Kansas— 
Sought a Pension Under the Name 


New London, Mo., July 20.—[Special.]— 
In the Jester trial today from the some- 
what less important details of Jester's jour- 
ney. through Illinols and Indiana the State 
shifted the scene to the prisoner's later life 
and his record and movements since his 
escape from jail were pretty thoroughly 
aired. é 

The first witness for the day was George 
W. Roundebush of St. Louis, special ex- 
aminer for the Pension bureau, who iden- 
tified papers in the application of Alexander 
Jester, alias William A. Hill, for a pension. 
B. F. Williams of Norman, Ok. T., Clerk 
of the Second District Court of Oklahoma, 
knew Alexander Jester at Norman as Will- 
fam A. Hill, from 1893 to 1899, having pre- 
pared his pension papers and a petition for 
divorce from his wife, Julia A. Hill. Mr. 
Cullen, for the defense, objected to bring- 
ing the pension and divorce papers of Will- 
jam <A. Hill, altas Alexander Jester, into 
— case, but the Judge overruled the objec- 

on. | 

Mr. Forrest recited the history of Jester, 
alias Hill, from 1871, the time of his arrest 
and his escape from the Mexico jail in 1872, 
to his rearrest in Valley City, Ok. T., in 
1899. Jester went from Mexico, Mo., to Val- 
ley City, Kas., where his first wife was then 
living under the name of Jester. Leaving 
his family at Valley City, he went to Sedg- 
wick County, Tex., and married Julia Rey- 
nolds, and lived with her, raising a family, 
under the name of Hill. His first wife died 
eight years after Jester's second marriage, 
wichout a divorce. The testimony shows 
that Jester aimed in- all his movements while 
leading a dual life to separate the identity 
of Alexander Jester and William A. Hill. 
Most of the time from 1872 to 1890 Jester 
was farming and preaching. 


Jester’s Pension Application. 

In his pension application Jester made 
this statement: Hill was my father’s 
name, Jester was my stepfather’s name. I 
was about 1% years old when my mother 
married Jester and I went by the name of 
Alex Jester till after the war closed, when 
I took my own name—W. A. Hill.“ 

In his affidavit made in March, 1898, Jes- 
ter says: I was left at Nashville, Tepn., 
sick in the hospital and was sent to Louis- 
ville, Ky. I was furloughed home in com- 
pany with Adjutant Noble to Indianapolis, 
Ind.. My son, James R. Jester, came after 
me.“ This is the first time this son has ever 
been mentioned. - 

In explaining his matrimonial record Jes- 
ter says, in his application for pension: 
My wife’s maiden name was Margaret E. 
Brown. She had been three times married. 
First she married Smith, second Hall, third 
Hill. Was married on May 24, 1806, in Te- 
cumseh, Pottawattomie County, Ok. T., by 
the Rev. J. W. Slaughter. I was divorced 
from my former wife, Julia Reynolds, in 
Norman, Ok. T., on Nov. 24, 1804. Have 
three children living, William G. Hill, Nancy 
J. Hill, and Alice E. III.“ 4 


Jester’s Matrimonial Ventures. 

In this application he made no mention of 
his first wife and eight children, whom he 
deserted in Sedgwick*County, Kas. The 
children now sit by him during the trial. 
Jester’s next matrimonial venture was his 
marriage to Mrs. Margaret Brown at Te- 
cumseh, Ok. T., May 24, 1891. She obtained 
a divarce from him in 1898 on account of 
cruel and inhuman treatment. Mrs. Brown 
had had two former husbands, and Jester 
left two wives. At that time Jester was 
preaching and farming. He was engaged to 
be married to another woman when ar- 
rested. 

Jester applied for a pension, both under the 
name of William A. Hill and Alexander Jes- 
ter, swearing that he was ‘4 years old in 1861, 
which would make him 73 years old now, in- 
stead of 81, as he asserts. He specified in 
one application for a pension that he had 
lung trouble, and in the other he swore he 
had bladder disease. In his petition for dl- 
vorce Jester alleges his marriage with Julia 
Reynolds took place in 1870.

SAY THEY DID-NOT EXPECT AID. 


Building Trades Council Officers Pro- 
fess to Be Not Disappointed Over 
7 Denver Action. | 


Leaders of the Building Trades council 
profess to be neither surprised nor dis- 
appointed at the failure of the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of 
Labor, now in session at Denver, to take 
any action’ in the ‘direction of affording 
financial assistance to the unions of the 
council affected by the lockout. They say 
they got all they asked for or expected 
in the expression of sympathy from the 
Executive council, and in the effort which 
it is going to make through a committee 
to bring about a settlement of the trouble. 
They say they did not expect financial aid 
for the reason they are of the opinion it 
was not in the power of the council to 
order an assessment for the benefit of an- 
other organization. 

At the same time it is known there was 
considerable disappointment over the Exec- 
utive council's failure to act in the mat- 
ter, and this is especially true as regards 
the rank and file of the Building Trades 
council. There were some mutterings of 
disappointment yesterday among these 
men, and even one of the officers of the 
council said that what was wanted here 
was not committees so much as it was 
funds. 

There was much elation in the ranks 
of the contractors over the Denver inct- 
dent, and while not willing to be quoted 
in the matter some of them expressed the 
opinion it would prove to be a most serious 
blow to the Building Trades council. Some 
of them professed to see in it the purpose 
of the federation not to help hold up the 
hands of rival organization. 

President Edward Carroll of the Butlding 
Trades council said: “I certainly am not 
disappointed because the Executive coun- 
oll of the federation did not provide financial 
relief for the unions of the council affected 
by the lockout, for the simple reason 1 
never expected this would be done.

‘Governor Theodore Roosevelt and Wiltam 
Jennings Bryan will, in all probability, speak 
from the same platform in Chicago within 
the next two months. The occasion will be 
the coming Labor day demonstration of the 
Building Trades council, and, whilé Govern- 
or Roosevelt has not definitely premised he 
will speak, there is little doubt in the minds 
of the committee of the council which has 
the matter in charge that he will do so. At 
last night’s meeting of the council the com- 
mittee reported it had received a reply from 
the Gevernor which left little doubt he 
would be one of the speakers. 

He was first waited on by a committee of 
the council when he passed through Chicago 
on his way to Oklahoma City two weeks 
ago, and, in reply to the earnest ‘request 
then made, he promised to make every pos- 
sible effort to comply with the same if pos- 
sible. There was much satisfaction among 
the members of the council at the commit- 
tee’s report, for the Governor is regarded 
as an excellent drawing card, and the coun- 
cil is exceedingly anxious to make the picnic 
at Electric Park, which has been secured 
for the occasion, a financial success, as the 
funds will go to the relief of the locked-out 
members of the organization. 

In addition to Mr. Bryan, who has definite- 
ly accepted the invitation to speak, favor- 
able replies have been received from Eu- 
gene V. Debs, Senator William E. Mason, 
and Mayor Rose of Milwaukee. President 
McKinley has also been invited, but no reply 
has yet been received from him. 


Independents Did Not Apply. 
The so-called “ Independent Bricklayers 
union of the South Side did not make applica- 
tion for membership at last night's meeting 
of the Building Trades council, as was ex- 
pected it would. A committee of that or- 


] ganization waited upon President Carroll of 


the council on Thursday afternoon with ref- 
erence to making an application for joining 
the council, and it was expected the formal 
application would come before last night’s 
meeting. It is thought likely it will come 
up at the next meeting of the council. It 
has already become apparent that a strong 
opposition will be made to the admission of 
the South Side organfzation to the council, 
and it is the opinion of many of the members 
of the latter body that it will hesitate some 
time under the present-circumstances before 
it admits the “ independents.”’ 

There promises to be many less wood- 
workers in the Labor day parade than last 
year, as Union No. 17, the largest in that 
organization in the United States, has de- 
cided not to take part, as have also the Bo- 
hemian unions. No. 17 alone has a member- 
ship of 900, and the reason given for not tak- 
ing part in the parade is that it proposes to 
hold a picnic of its own on the West Side. 


To Settle with Stonecutters. 


Twenty-five cut-stone contractors have 
signified theif purpose to settle with the 
Stonecutters’ whnion and sign a working 
agreement along the same lines as that in 
force prior to the present lockout. A com- 
mittee of the bosses waited upon the union 
at its meeting on Thursday night with the 
request that a committee of that organiza- 
tion be appointed to confer with them. 
This was done, and the first meeting was 
held yesterday. There was also a meeting 
of the contractors for the purpose of per- 
fecting an organization yesterday, and on 
invitation President Carroll, Secretary 
Davis; and John Long, chairman of the 
business agents of the council, were present. 
It is said there are about thirty other 
contractors who are disposed to join the 
organization. 


To Begin Work on Schools. 


The Building Trades council formally in- 
formed the Board of Education yesterday 
that it would furnish competent mechanics 
in every branch of the building trades to 
work under the direct supervision of the 
board’s architect. Instructions were given 
to Architect Mundie by President Harris to 
proceed with construction of buildings 
which have been delayed. Nearly a million 
dollars have been tled up awaiting a solu- 


‘tion of building difficulties. Work on seven 


buildings which had been stopped will be 
begun at once. 


DIRECTORY IN SLOT MACHINE. 


Twenty-five Books Placed in Office of 
the Company—General Distribu- 
tion Begun.

Proposition of Guaranty

MAY GIVE INDORSEMEN T. 


Scheme Provides for Indemnity 
Bond to Insure Validity 
of Contracts. 


EDIATORS COMING HERE.

nver, Colo., July 20.—[{Special.}—The of- 

ficial indorsement of the Labor Contract and 
Guaranty Association of Chicago by the 
American Federation of Labor will set in 
operation a plan for the settlement of the 
fight between the contractors and building 
trades unions of that city which will at the 
same time prevent a recurrence of like con- 
flicts in the future. | 

The details of the plan were given further 
explanation before the Executive countil 
of the American Federation of Labor to- 
day by Edwin D. Chadwick and W. R. Trash- 
er of Chicago, and the scheme impressed 
the council so favorably that a committee 
consisting of Vice: Presidents non and 
Kidd was appointed to prepare a report on 
the system proposed by the association. 

Forma! indorsement or disapproval by the 
committee will probably be made before ad- 
journment of the council tomorrow evening. 
If no action is taken by that time it is con- 
sideréd likely that some recommendation 
will be made on the plan during the visit to 
Chicago of the committee appointed to seek 
a settlement of the controversy between the 
Building Trades council and the Building 
Contractors’ council. 


| Do Not Disclose Plan. 


essrs. Chadwick and Trasher left the 
city this afternoon for Chicago, both refus- 
ing to .make public the details of their 
scheme, the names of the individuals com- 
posing the association, and the interests be- 
hind the organization. It is understood, 
however, that they satisfied the Executive 
coundil beyond question as to the reliability 
of the association they represented. 

In a general way the Labor Contract and 
Guaranty association proposes to insure the 
observance of agreements between employ- 
ers’ associations and labor organizations. 
As a first step toward securing this end it is 
proposed to incorporate the organizations 
of both sides, the Labor Contract and Guar- 
anty association furnishing a bond to in- 
demnify either party to an agreement should 
the other refdse to abide by its provisions. 
A system of arbitration is included in the 
scheme, the workings of which are intended 
to obviate tLe necessity for legal action on 
the bond. 


| Wou'd Prevent Strikes. 


“If a satisfactory plan can be devised for 
insuring the observance of agreements be- 
tween employers and trades unions there 
will be no such thing as a strike ora lockout 
in the future,“ said a member of the Execu- 
tive council. “I am not discussing the 
merits of the scheme laid before us this 
morning when I make this observation, but 
am simply stating a fact. It is well known 
that no agreement between employers and 
employés as written at present carries with 


for damages can be instituted in a court of 
record against the party violating the agree- 
ment, When such action can be taken em- 
ployers and employés will be slow té break 
their agreements.’’ 

The Executive council expects to adjourn 
tomorrow evening, and, contrary to the 
original plan, President Gompers and Vice 
Presidents Duncan and Kidd will proceed at 
once to Chicago instead of waiting until 
President Gompers and Vice President 
O'Connell have disposed of the street car 
strike at St. Louis. The change in the pro- 
gram indicates the relative importance, in 
the opinion of the council, of the two labor 
controversies. 

No Assessment at Present. 
is understood that no assessment for the 


benefit of the Building Trades council is to 
be levied at the present session of the Ex- 


ecutive council. The committee appointed 


to visit Chicago has full power to act on this 
question, however, and much depends on 
the investigation it will make of the troub.e 
between the contractors and bullding trades. 
The Cœur d' Alene affair is to be investi- 
gated by President Gompers and Vice Presi- 
dents Duncan and Kidd, who were appointed 
a committee for that purpese with instruc- 
tion to prepare a report fixing responsibility 
for the treatment given to the Idaho coal 


miners.

INSURANCE MEN WILL APPEAL. 


Foreign Companies Doing Business in 
Iowa Will Carry Fox Case to United 
| States Supreme Court. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 20.—[Spectal.]— 
Thirty foreign insurance companies doing 
business in Iowa will carry their tax cases 
against John Herriott, Treasurer of the 
State, to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The Scottish Union and National 
Insurance companies were the plaintiffs 
nominally in the case recently decided by the 
lowa Supreme Court. A writ of error will 
be asked in the State court on the claimthat 
the State discriminates against the foreign 
companies in taxing its own companies 1 
per cent other companies outside of Iowa in 
the union 2½ per cent, and foreign companies 
3 per cent. The District Court and State 
Supreme Court held that the charge made 
against the foreign companies is a license 
and not a tax.

BRYAN TALKS OF CHINA 


EXPRESSES HORROR AT THE BAR 
BARITIES PRACTICED. 


Advances the Belief That the Boxer 
Uprising Is Largely Due to Threat- 
ened Dismemberment of the Empire 
by the Powers of Europe—Declares 
Government’s Duty Is to Protect 
Lives and Property of Americans 
and Believes It Will Do So. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 20.—[{Special.]—W. J. 
Bryan: committed himself on the Chinese 
question in a mild way today, expressing 
horror at the barbarities practiced and ad- 
vancing the belief that the uprising is large- 
ly the result of the threatened dismember- 
ment of the empire by the powers of Ru- 
rope. That, he thinks, has caused the hos- 
tility to foreigners. He takes the same posi- 
‘tion as other public men who have expressed 
themselves that a declaration of war is not 
justified until it is shown that the Chinese 
government is behind the uprising. Mr. 
Bryan's statement follows: 

Every one deplores the destruction of 
life in China, and is horrified at the bar- 
barities practiced. Every one believes that 
it is the duty of our government to protect 
the lives and property of American citizens 
residing in China, and I have no doubt that 
the administration will do so. I alsq take 
it for granted that all American citizens will 
withdraw from China temporarily or take 
refuge in some seaport, where they can be 
protected by American ships until the ex- 
citement is over. 

Says Congress Has Power. 

“If the Chinese government has tried in 
good faith to protect our citizens, suftable 
punishment for the guilty and reparation 
and indemnity for those who have suffered 
can doubtless be secured. If upon dénvestiga- 
tion it is found that the Chinese government 
has not acted in good faith Congress has 
power to deal with the matter. For several 
years European nations have been threat- 
ening to dismember China, and it is not 
strange that their ambitious designs should 
arouse a feeling of hostility toward for- 
eigners. 

“That feeling, however, ought not to be 


not be if our nation makes it known that 
it has no desire to grab land or to tréspass 
upon the rights of China. A firm adherence 
to the American policy of justice and fair 
dealing will not only set an example to other 
nations, but will give to our citizens residing 
in China the best promise of security. It 
will be better for our merchants to have it 
known that they seek trade only when trade 
is mutually advantageous. It will be better 
for our missionaries to have it known that 
they are preaching the gospel of love and 
are not the forerunners of fleets and armies.” 


Fusionists Go to Grand Island. 


Mr. Bryan paid less attention to his 
speeches today thanusual. He devoted him- 
self to callers in the early hours of the day 
and spent much of the afternoon at his farm, 
leaving his stenographer at home to catch 
up with work already on hand. The city 
was nearly deserted of politicians today, 
most of the fusion State officers being at- 
tracted to Grand Island by the midroad 
Populist State convention. None of them 
went as delegates, their object in attending 
being to prevent, if possible, the nomination 
of a third ticket and a declaration against 
fusion, 

Mr. Bryan’s most prominent visitor today 
was John Overmeyer, an Indiana Democrat, 
who was a delegate to the Kansas City con- 
vention, and who has been visiting his 
brother, David Overmeyer, in Kansas since 
then. Mr. Overmeyer was accompanied by 
his daughter. Mr. Overmeyer is not as san- 
guine of carrying Indiana for Bryan as are 
some other Democratic politicians from that 
State. He thinks his party has a good 
chance, but says it will take hard work to 
Win.

The only work of the con- 
vention was the nomination of a candidate 
for Governor to fill the unexpired term of 
William Goebel and the adoption of a plat- 
form. The delay was caused by fights over 
eredentials. Governor Beckham was nomi- 
nated by acclamation to succeed himself. 

It was 2 a. m. when Senator Blackburn 
presented the resolutions which were 
adopted. They say in part: 

We heartily indorse the magnificent platform 
adopted by the National Democratic convention 
at Kansas City on July 4. 1900, and also the splen- 
did ticket named by said convention, and pledge 
the Democracy of Kentucky to an earnest, cordial, 
and active support of said ticket. 


Would Amend Goebel Law. 


The entire history of the Democratic party has 
demonstrated that it has always been the cham- 
pion and defender of the rights of the great com- 
mon people; that it has ever insisted that the will 
of the majority shall control and that the minority 
must cheerfully and willingly acquiesce therein. 
It has always advocated, and still does, that all 
elections shall be fairly conducted and the result 
honestly ascertained. We recommend that the 
election law of 1898 (known as the Goebel law), 
which was enacted to prevent the repetition of 
well-known Republican frauds in certain dis- 
tricts of this State, and which was a marked im- 
provement upon the then existing law, but which 
has not proved sufficient for that purpose, be 
amended to secure this end so thoroughly that 
the most hypocritical can find no excuse for 


charging fraud or unfairness to our party in the 


conduct of the election. 

Until such amendments can be enacted by the 
General Assembly, we declare that the Republican 
party shall have representation on both the State

Beckham Named for Governor. 


James D. Black, Judge James . 
Pe and J. W. C. Beckham were placed 
in nomination. When the call of the coun- 
tles was almost completed Charles Metcalf 
withdrew the name of Judge Black and 
moved that the nomination of Beckham be 
made by acclamation. Judge Tarvin with- 
drew his own name and seconded this mo- 
tion. Governor Beckham was nominated 
unanimously by acclamation. 

Then followed a wild scene in the hall while 
Governor Beckham was being escorted from 
the rear of the platform to the footlights. 
In accepting the nomination he said he ap- 
preciated the honor the more since it came 
as an indorsement of his acts during a trying 
period. 

When Governor Beckham concluded he 
was greeted with loud cheering, one of those 
congratulating him having a rooster perched 
on his shoulders. The rooster was promptly 
adopted as the party emblem. 


The nominee of the convention is only 30 
years old, unmarried, and looks even younger 
than he is. He has served three terms in 
the Legislature and was the candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor last year with William 
Goebel, succeeding to the Governorship on 
the death of the latter five months ago. 

The term is four years in this State and he 
is now a candidate for the unexpired term 


of three years.

John G. Woolley, candidate of the Prohibi- 
tion party for the Presidency, was notified 
of his nomination last evening. Central 
Music Hall, where the ceremony took place, 
was well filed with an audience which in- 
cluded many women, and the meeting 
throughout was an enthusiastic one. There 
was applause in abundance for every one, 
but especially for Mr. Woolley. ! 
The candidate read his address from man- 
uscript, but with marked oratorical effect 
and showed himself a speaker of real abil- 
ity. His speech displayed considerable lit- 
erary talent also, and his similes were ef- 
fectual, as when he provoked prolonged ap- 
plause by saying: 
To tell the points of the compass to this day 1 
have to rub the Aladdin's lamp of my imagination 
and be transported to my childhood home, which 
stood on a hill facing east. Once there the whole 
plan of the earth becomes plain to me. So in my 
politics it seems to me the part of wisdom to find 
the direction and relation of things by going back 
in spirit to take my bearings in my father’s 
house.“ 


Will Invoke Aid of Churches. 


The proposed plan of campaign of the Pro- 
hibition party was indicated clearly in all 
the speeches. It is to invoke the aid of the 
churches and ask for the votes of the church 
members on the ground that the question 
at issue is a moral one and represents the 
teachings of the Christian religion. | 

Chairman Stewart of the Prohibition Na- 
tional committee opened the meeting with the 
argument that the church took no interest in 
the tariff or disputes over financial ajues- 
tions, not because it did not deal with po- 
litical matters, but because these issues had 
nothing to do with morals, either public or 
private. Prohibition, however, he declared, 
was essentially 4 moral question, and on it 
the church should take a stand. | 

Samuel Dickie, who delivered the address 
of notification, directly asked whether the 
church would stultify itself by refusing sup- 

ort to the only party which stands for 

hristian teachings. The candidate himself 
in his opening sentence said: | 

It seems well within the lines of the most stu- 
dious moderation to believe that organized con- 
science as represented by the church, and organ- 
ized greed as represented by the liquor traffic are 
forming rapidly in American politics for the 
greatest pitched battle of the ages, and in that 
fight he is the chief of dullards who cannot pick the 
winner. i 

The Rev. H. H. Willitt opened the meet- 
nF with prayer, and among other things 
said: 


We are encouraged, O heavenly father, to believe 
there is great reagon to feel that in this struggle 
there is hope for success. It is necessary we 
should have sound financial policies, but we under- 
stand there can be no prosperity without the 
righteousness which safeguards a people. | 

Samuel. Dickie made the speech notifying 
Mr. Woolley of his nomination, and, after 
saying that he was talking to a man without 
political ambitions and with no hope of elec- 
tion to the office he was named for, he went 
into a recountal of the situation in China and 
the tales of barbarities which have come 
from there. Then he continued: 

But“ I have mentioned these Chinese atrocities 
only that I may say that while the blood chills in 
our veins as we contemplate their horrors, we, 48 
a nation, are giving an indifferent consent and a 
legal sanction to the continuance of atrocities 
more fiendish and more destructive than were 
ever conceived*or executed by pagan Chinamen. | 

Let no. man charge me with uttering words of 
extravagance. I speak the truth in calmness and 
sobriety when I say that the fearful ravages of 
the rum fiend in America far, far exceed the sum 
total of murder and rapine as exhibited by the 
terrible development of recent events in China. 
To break women's hearts and blight children’s 
lives, and people penitentiaries, and fill asylums, 
and curse society, and then to kill and damn its 
victims, that is a thing that ought to be of some 
concern, and that is what America is doing by 
the ald of a system against which Billy the 
Bragart sbunds no bugle note, which the sleek 
and spineless occupant of the White House dare 
not rebuke, and before which the Terrible 
Teddy puts off his spurs, doffs his sombrero, and 
becomes as meek and harmless, as a sucking dove. 

In conclusion. the speaker said his candi- 


date stood for the church. | 


Mr. Woolley’s View More Hopeful. 


Mr. Woolley, however, took a more hope- 
ful view of the situation than did Mr. Dickie. 
In reply, he said he accepted the nomina- 
tion “ not as the leader of a forelornope, 
but as the color-bearer in the next and 
greatest forward movement of humanity.” 
Mr. Woolley said he expected 500,000 votes 
for the prohibition cause in November, and 
long before the 4th of March inaugurate the 
doctrine of prohibition with a party behind 
it in the politica] consciousness of the United 


States.“ To this he added: 

This confidence jn the rightness and the progress 
and in the outcome of our movement arises not 
alone from sentimental faith that right will tri- 
umph, but also from plain, present symptoms in 
the body politic. The Prohibition party has not 
descended from the clouds to agitate this nation 
and convict it. We have not come back out of the 
future to trouble the present time. We are blood 
and bone and brain of the same past from which 
our neighbors spring. We are not the creator ofa 
new time, but a sign of the time that his here. 

Acknowledging that he was sometimes in- 
temperate in speech, the candidate went on 
to justify it by saying this of the army can- 
teen: H 

When the unreasoning heartache grips me which 
makes me hurl flerce upbraidings at my fellow- 
men, my church, my country, I forgive myself and 
apologize to nobody, for I know that my abrupt 
half sentences are but the unspoken and unspeak- 
able agonies of horror-stricken homes filling the 
unseen channels of human sympathy, and pouring 
themselves into an open mind from day to day. 
When in my mind I make my nightly round of 
military camps and see the white-faced lads, in 
their rough boxes, dead at the hands of the liquor 
traffic, denied even the grace of a bullet or a 
poisoned arrow in their taking off; when I know 
that they were emasculated in their manhood by 
the canteen and then robbed, diseased, flayed 
by the outside dive; when I know that the 
Lieutenant General of the army tried to save them 
from the insidioug, respectable allurement at their 
tent doors, and that Congress, without one voice 
dissenting, forbade that damnable infamy to 
thrust itself up to their lips, quivering with home- 
sickness; when, say, I remember these things, 
and call the annulment of that statute, treason, I 
know I speak the inner thought of my country, 
and no time-serving pot-hunter shall frighten me 
by whimpering that 1 speak evil of dignitaries,”’ 

But stop! Is hot the canteen better than the 
outside dive?“ No! It is not better than any- 
thing. It is wrong. It is worse than the dive in 
evil initiative, and infinitely, infamously worse in 
the teaching. The dive is kept by a brute, un 
feathered. The canteen is the creature of a 
‘* godly man, a Christian gentleman, and the 
President of the United States, in violation of the 
law of hie church and of his oath of office. 

Speaking of the situation in China Mr. 
Woolley said: It seems to me good citi- 
zens of all parties should refrain from gen- 
eral criticism until civilization gets its foot 
upon the yellaw spider at Pekin,“ but on 
the liquor question in his opinion there could 
be but one course for all good citizens to 
take, and that he described in these words: 

Would you uphold the constitution? Then tear 
down the organized disunion of the ifquor traffic 
that establishes injustice and breeds domestic 
turmoil; that undermines the common defense, 
promotes anarchy, disease, idiocy, vagrancy, and 
crime, and makes the blessings of liberty’ a 
sham and a lie to millions of us and our posterity! 
Would you be true to our island dependencies? 
Spare their people the brain-rot of the American 
saloon! Would you make sure of honest money? 
Refuse the bloody millions of the liquor traffic; 
shut down the distilleries and breweries; shut 
up the saloons; shut out of the ports foreign 
alcohol in every form, and open up the windows of 
the conscience of the country to the voices of the 
dawning century! |

may be said to have done. ; 

In his prefatory note the author says it 
has struck him that foreign opinions gener- 
ally about France at the present day “ do 
not rest upon any solid basis of apprecia- 
tion,” owing, as he thinks, to the fact that 
hardly any one has taken the trouble “ to 
look to the details of our contemporary his- 
tory for the origin of these political or social 
Phenomena which he professes to analyze.“ 
Though he does not refer to the Dreyfus 
trial, de evidently has it in mind as an exam- 
pie of what he means. 

Zo give succinctly in one brief and clear 
account an analysis of French history as to 
its salient points since 1814 is not a slight 
task, and that M. de Coubertin has per- 
formed it well no reader of his previous vol- 
ume on the third republic need be told. In- 
Stead of following the usual course—that of 
Splitting the history up into distinct periods 
and studying them apart—Baron de Cou- 
Dertin has sought the underlying metaphys- 
ical thread which unites the various move- 
ments, and has striven to bring this to light. 
This is a task necessarily calling for rare 
@nalytical powers and lucidity of statement, 
of both of which the present volume affords 
anh excellent illustration. 

Through all the governmental changes 
Witnessed in France since 1814 the author 
successfully traces this underlying connec- 
on and purpose, without which French 
history is inexplicable... From this higher 
Point of view, as Baron de Coubertin says, 
the career of the French people throughout 


"> the nineteenth century is not without a cer- 


tain grandeur. ‘“‘ At the first glance it re- 
solves itself into a serfes of contradictory 
experiments in’ government, cut short by 
the caprices of revolution; but if we look to 
the heart of things we see in it the perpetual 
beginning of the same work, the building up 
of the final structure on a foundation still 
shaken by the cataclysms of the preceding 
century.” 

By attacking the legends with which mod- 
ern French history abounds, and clearing 
away this structure of falsification, the 
author enables the reader to see the under- 
fying truth, and consequently to take a more 
hopeful view of the future of France and the 
part it may yet play in Burope. Perhaps as 
#000 an illustration as any of the author's 
style and method may be found in the be- 
ginning of his explanation of what he calls 
“the Napoleonic legend: 

How, only a few years after the fall of the 
empire, there arose that extraordinary legend 
Which in the eyes of a large section of the French 
people transformed Napoleon into the champion 
of liberty and peace, is one of the most inter- 
ing psychological problems in history. Such 
@n audacious fiction could have little hold in the 
generation Which Kad known the Emperor. But 
he weneration which followed was in a manner 
Hursed in this Kotten, and it stuck to it. It was 
hie that made the mation so ready to restore 
the empire and help Napoleon III. to the throne. 
‘The captivity of St. Helena, the silence of the

“The Prose of Edward Rowland Sill.” 
Houghton, Miffiin & Co. 

Such pleasure as comes from the reading 
of the letters of an unusually alert and well- 
informed correspondent is to be found in 
“The Prose of Edward Rowland Sill." The 
book is graced with a charming introduction 
written by a hand that prefers to remain 
anonymous. The volume is unfform in size 


poems which constitute Sill’s too slender 
literary remains. . 

Most of the contents of the book are taken 
from letters written by the poet during his 
lifetime to friends and kinsfolk. The more 
intimate of these, giving us a glance at the 


personality of the man in intellectual un- 


dress, so to speak, are incorporated in the in- 
troduction, leaving the body of the book for 
the more formal work, which its still, in part, 
taken from his correspondence. 

All that follows is divided into six chapters 
of various sizes, entitled respectively * Na- 
ture,” Litefature and Criticism,“ Music,” 
“ Psychology and Ethics,” ‘ Education,” 
and Lifte —the chapter on Education, 
which might have been expected to be the 
longest, containing a single brief paper. 

For those who like to think of Sill best as a 
poet, the body of his Prose "’ will cause no 
discordant note. Even in his prosaic moods 
there is the saving grace of the keen imag- 
ination and enjoyment of the beauty of life 
which gives his verse its value., He was a 
lover of birds, and flowers, and“ children, a 
tender wooer of nature both in sun and 
storm, and always eager for new impressions 
from without. That he was also a keen 
Ditto of literature follows, and his little es- 
say on the prose of Shakspeare makes one 
long for more of the same appreciation and 
appraisement. 

The more erudite essays are as sound as 
they are sweet. Without a touch of the pro- 
fessional attitude of the pedagogue, they 
will serve to show how impressionable a 
mind may remain in spite of the tendency to 
stiffen which goes with long-continued 
teaching and the intellectual condescension 
it implies. To those who do not know Bill's 
yoems this book of prose should come as an 
introduction to his best work; to those who 
know him only as a poet it will be none the 


less welcome from its portrait of the man. 


A Well Edited Year Book. 


“The International Year Book: A Com- 
pendium of the World's Progress During 
the Year 1800. Edited by Frank Moore 


Colby. Dodd, Mead & Co. 

The second volume of the invaluable en- 
cyclopedia of current history begun last year 
under the name ot The International Year 
Book,” is even better than its predecessor. 
Under the editorship of Professor Frank 
Moore Colby of New York University, with 
the assistance of the indefatigab:e Professor 
Harry Thurston Peck, this large volume ot 
nearly 900 pages fairly covers the world’s 
activities for 1890. While some of the matter 
is ephemeral, the aim has been to make a 
solid work of lasting value. This aim has 
been attaitied to an unusual and gratifying 
degree. ‘ 

"Nearly all the weightier topics show the 
treatment of competent and skilled hands. 
Professor Jacoby's articles on astronomy 
are excellent. Those on engineering topics, 
by the eWitors of the Engineering News, are 
also worthy of special mention. The peace 
conference at The Hague, the Dreyfus affair, 
the Transvaal war, and all the current 
topies of world politics during the year are 
well treated. Educational matters are given 


of the universities and colleges of the United 


States is especially vaiuable. The editor, 


however, appears to have treated the Insti- 
tutions with an uneven hand in.the separate 
afticles, giving but a few lines to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and no mention to North-

Life of Rufus King. ; | 
“ The Lite and Correspondence of Rufus 
King,” Bdited by His Grandson, Charlies 
R. King, M. D., LL. D. G. F. Putnam's 
Sons 
The sixth and last volume in the life of 
Rufus King includes the letters written be- 
tween 1816 and 1827, the date of the great 
statesman’s death. Besides letters, the vol- 
ume contains the speeches delivered in the 
Senate on the navigation laws, the Missouri 
question, the sales of the public lands, and 
the caucus system of selecting a President. 
The object in view, the editor states, has 
been “to show Mr. King in his dally lite 
and to present him as an able, wise, and 
honest statesman, a true lover of his coun- 
try, and a faithful guardian of her inatitu- 
tions, to the establishment of which he so 
sargely contributed“ 


It was said of Mr. King that he was not a 


leader of men but a leader of measures, and 


these letters seem to confirm such a state- 
ment. They do not betray the personal qual- 
ities that is demanded of one who leads men, 
but they do reveal the clear logic and astute- 
required of men who make 


wrote to him: “I have no faith whatever 
in the conjectures favorable to your re- 


‘appointment to the Senate. There is not 


wisdom or virtue enough in our State doun- 
cils to retain you in the service of your 
country.” Mr. King himself was not always 
pleased with the Senate. In 1822 he wrote to 
E. Gore: 
‘We are passing through an insipid and 


inefficient session, I at times become fa- 


tigued; and though age teachés me more pa- 
tience and less confidence in wisdom or 
purity of mankind, I some days almost de- 
spair and feel more than half-convinced 
that no government can be administered well 
until some scheme be found out in which 
every man’s individual deslres, be they what 
o be 
effected the government.“ 

Such sentiments as these are frequently 
expressed throughout the letters, and 
whether the writer is remonstrating agäinst 
the decline of the classics in colleges, is con- 
custom of dueling, or is defend- 
ing his Own character against the attacks 
of enemies, there is an air of quiet dignity 
and candor that carries conviction. The 
closing Words of the editor will be heartily 
indorsed by the readers of these letterg and 
speeches, who may at the same time differ 
politically from their author. He has left 
a name which has been suffered to be almost 
forgotten by his fellow-countrymen, but 
which may be recalled with just claims to 
their warmest remembrance, and to which 
his descendants may point with pride.“ 

This complete and carefully edited presen- 
tation of the biography and correspondence 
of Rufus King is a work of solid and perma- 
nent value and is worthy the attention of 
every historical student and publicist. |

He makes her talk of her 
trouble, saying to her protesting mother: 
„Put your finger down hard on a sore place 
and it doesn't hurt so bad.“ 
In the daily routine of her duties and the 
freedom of farm life she almost forgets 
her calamity until Vane Hildreth, an old 
friend of her singing days, comes that way. 
He arouses sleeping ambitions and while 
Rawdon sits calmly by encouraging her in 
her efforts to regain her voice, he is eating 
his heart out with sorrow at losing her. He 
is old and dull and has no hope of ever gain- 
ing the love of one so young, so talented, 
so winsome; and he keeps his secret so well 
that Billie never suspects and in turn is 
eating her heart out in what she believes to 
be a hopeless passion. 

At last Billie leaves the farm for the stage 
with he? old voice, plus more sweetness and 


eventful stage career. In an ingenious way 
the story taken unexpected turns and winds 
up at the farm, where, the probabilities are, 
every one will live happily ever after.

In Praise of Cats. 
„Concerning Cats.“ By Helen M. Wins- 
low. Lothrop Publishing company. 

That there is much concerning cats that is 
not known to the general public, and that af- 
fection for these pets is deeper and more 
widespread than is supposed are facts amply 
confirmed in this volume. Perhaps the atti- 
tude of most people towards these animals 
is expressed in the words quoted from Judge 
Robert Grant: My feelings toward cats 
are kindly and considerate, but not ardent.” 
And many can say. with Charles Dudley 
Warner: “I never had but one cat, and 
when he departed this life I did not care to 
do as many men do when their partners die— 
take a second.” Yet even the most luke- 
warm cat lover must acknowledge that there 
is no animal so graceful as a cat, and none 
so deliciously playful as a kitten. As to their 
intelligence, there has not been so much said, 
but this author gives many convincing proofs 
of knowingness upon the part of her pets 
and shows how they have been jealous and 
fond, quite in a human way. And not only 
about her own pets, but about the histories 
of those of her friends does she write. The 
reader is surprised to learn how many 
geniuses have loved and owned cats, and 
how much of poetry and great literature has 
been inspired. by and dedicated to these do- 
mestic animals, 

Cat clubs have been in existence in Eng- 
land for a number of years, but they are of 
recent growth in America. One of the most 
successful of the United States clubs is the 
Beresford Cat club, whose President, Mrs. 
Clinton Locke, was one of the first American 
women to start a “ cattery in this country. 
What comprises a cattery and what are the 
especial charms and attractions of certain 
members of these select bodies the author 
explains at length, and she devotes some de- 
lightful chapters to these and Kindred sub- 
jects. In fact, there seems to be nothing 
concerning cats, their origin, varieties, hab- 
its, and characteristics that this writer does 
not know. And she has put her knowledge 
in so entertaining a form that the cat lover 
cannot fail to find interest in the book, while 
even he who openly confesses to a repug- 
nance for such pets must admit that there 
is more in the subject than was dreamed of 
in his philosophy. The volume is full of the 
most piquant and irresistible portraits of 
feline subjects. 


A Romance of the Revolution. 
„A Continental Cavalier.“ By Kimball 
Scribner. New York. The Abbey Press. 


From a literary point of view the Amer- 
ican revolution is rather a well worn feld 
and one that would seem to offer few novel 
features to the romanticist. The present 
writer has told the story from the point of 
view of a partial Frenchman, one Chevalier 
de Marc, who was commissioned by his King 
to depart for the colonies in search of a 
certain wayward subject who was also the 
intimate friend of M. de Marc. The latter, 
upoh his arrival in America, was so im- 
pressed by the bravery of American sol- 
diers and the justness of their cause that 
he became eager to enlist upon their side 
against the English. And while searching 
for his friend his sympathy was enlisted in 
another cause, that of fearless but unpro- 
tected maidenhood, as represented by a cer- 
tain fair Constance Bourmont. In all three 
of these capacities, that of soldier, searcher, 
and protector, the young Frenchman ac- 
quitted himself with honor, and it is need- 
less to say that he was victorious in each 
role. 

The events of the war and the adventures 
of the hero are described with spirit, but 
the characters are less successfully por- 
trayed. The heroine is one of those kind of 
women that are neve@ found outside of the 
pages of a novel, an impossible combination 


of masculine intrepidity and maidenly mod- 


esty. And the portraits of Washington and 
Lafayette, though dignified and true, gain 
no new power by this representation.

Simplified Sctence. 
Nature's Miracles.“ By Elisha Gray, 
Ph. D., LL. D. Volume 2. New York: 
Fords, Howard & Hulbert. 

Those to whom science seems a mass of 
abstruse facts, only to be mastered by pro- 
found minds, will find the mastery made 
quite easy by reading this second volume in 
Professor Gray's familiar talks on science. 
To be sure, as the author states in his prefa- 
tory remarks, ‘“‘ something for nothing is 
not the rule of life, and it requires a little 
energy to understand energy. But with this 
little and with the heip of the professor's 
simple and direct style one finds the secrets 
of sound, heat, and light becoming one's 


any new facts and he begins his book with 
the elucidation of those elemental laws 
which Spencer has considered in his First 
Principles,“ the conservation of energy, 
indestructibility of matter, and continuity of 
motion. Sometimes the author chooses to 
point a moral by means of a physical law, 
and in the chapter In which he considers 
“Sound Sympathy he says: How much 
better it would be for the world if men 
would take pattern after this law of 
physics!"

Altogether it 
is a delightful volume, for it treats of great 
fundamental truths, and these, when pro- 
sented in a lucid manner, have a fascination 
which fiction does not possess. 


A Quaint and Numorous Tale. 
“The Prince Who Did Not Exist.” By 
Edward Perry Warren. Charles Scrib- 
ner's Sons. 

A really delightful little story, which leaves 
the single regret that it should not be longer, 
is The Prince Who Did Not Exist.“ It is 
written by Edward Perry Warren, with two 
illustrations by Arthur J. Gaskin. In brief, 
it is the tale of a fairy Prince who loved a 
real maiden but could see no way to win 
her.

Bacon Fallacy Refuted. 

" Notes on the Bacon Ques- 
tion.. By Charles Allen. Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. 

The Baconians have reason to feel flat- 
tered. In Notes on the Bacon-Shakspeare 
Question” they are answered, not according 
to their folly, but seriously, and, count for 
count, in a way to make them feel that at 
last they have compelled respectful hearing 
and treatment. Mr. Allen in his preface 
speaks of the still vexed question of the 


‘authorship of the plays and poems which 


Shakspeare’s name —4 phrase to 
which a good many people will object as 
rather more of a concession to the Bacon- 


Shakspeare cranks than they are entitled to. 


Throughout, however, the author has as- 
sumed and maintained a judicial attitude, 
stating impartially the facts that make’for 
or against the theory that Bacon wrote the 

lays commonly ascribed to Shakspeare. 

et on judicial examination he practically 
finds nothing of importance making for the 
Baconian theory, and this not only by an 
examination of Shakspeare’s works and 
what is known of his life, but also by a sim- 
flar examination as to Bacon. 

Perhaps the most careful and painstaking 
part of Mr. Allen’s book pertains to the 
Baconian argument from the legal knowl- 
edge shown in the plays. This, while slight 
in his estimation, he says has not hereto- 
fore been adequately met. On this point of 
the controversy Mr. Allen has made a valu- 
able contribution, which masses effectively 
all the facts tending to show that Shaks- 
peare’s knowledge of the law was not ex- 
traordinary for a gentleman at that time 
in England and not sufficient to imply that 
he was educated as a lawyer or eVen as a 
lawyer's clerk. A reference to other 
dramatists, poets, and writers of the Eliga- 
bethan age shows that a knowledge of legal 
terms was a common accomplishment, anda 
valuable list of such terms, not used by 
Shakspeare but by other writers about that 
time, presents substantial evidence. As to 
the latest folly of the Baconians, the coh- 
tention that the cipher " shows that Bacon 
not only wrote the works popularly attrib- 
uted to Shakspeare, but also those ascribed 
to Spenser, Greene, Marlowe, Dekker, 
Webster, and others, this is too absurd for 
serious consideration. The author not only 
shows that it wae an ordinary acquirement 
of the writers of the time to have a fair 
knowledge of the law, but he goes further 
and finds bad law in Shakspeare, especially 
in “The Merchant of Venice,” “ Cymbe- 
line,“ and “As You Like It.“ 

As to Bacon, the negative side of the argu- 
ment is also ably handled: Only one con- 
temporary, so far as known, ever spoke of 
Bacon as a poet. The verses and poetry 
known to be by Bacon are uniformly bad. 
Never by any accident did he stumble 
upon a single good line.“ ; 

Beyond a few people who have found a 
pleasing but peculiar oocupation in build- 
ing up the most absurd theory of modern 
times, there is not and cannot be ahy ques- 
tion as to the authorship of the Shaks- 
peare plays. At the same time it is well, 
perhaps, that Mr. Allen has taken the trou- 
ble to go over the whole controversy care- 
fully and set forth the convincing array of 
facts that make for the credence of the 
common belief as to Shakspeare. The Ba- 
conians are past argument, but a work such 
as Mr. Allen's will at least make it im- 
possible for them to impose their belief upon 
any of his interesting work. 


Educational Aims and Methods.” By 
Sir Joshua Fitch. The Macmillan com- 
pany. 

Sir Joshua Fitch, government inspector 
of training schools in England, has done well 
to bring together in this volume a number 
of addresses and lectures bearing on a vari- 
ety of educational topics. Some of the most 
interesting portions relate to educational 
aims and methods as he had observed them 
in America. He appears to have been a 
generous and open-minded student of educa- 
tional affairs in this country. Our National 
Teachers’ association, which brings together 
80 many thousands of teachers, greatly im- 
pressed him. The educational combination 
of ways and means represented by the Chau- 
tauqua assembly seemed to him not only 
wonderful but altogether desirable. A char- 
acteristic address delivered by Bishop Phil- 
lips Brooks before students at Chautauqua, 
in whith he speaks of the influence exerted 
by the great reading union on the home life 
of the American community and on its edu- 
cational ideals, is quoted by Sir Joshua: 

I see busy households, where the daily care’ 
has been lightened and inspired by the few mo- 
ments caught every day for earnest study. I 
see chambers which a sing'e open book fills with 
light like a burning candle. 1 see workshops 
where the toll Is all the more faithful becauee of 
the higher ambition which fills the toiler’s heart. 
1 see parents and ‘cachers drawn closer to one 
another in their commen pursuit of the good 
ends, their common Jelight in the same ideas. I 
see hearts of young and old kindling with deepened 
insight into life and broadening with enlarged out- 
looks over the ri:nness of history and the beauty 
of the world. Happy fellowships in study, seit- 
conquests, self-disvoveries, brave resolutions, 
faithful devotions t» ideals and hopes all these 

see as I look abroad upon this multitude of 
faces of the students of the great college of Chau- 
tauqua. 

Among the subjects of these addresses are 
The Training of the Reason, Hand Work 
and Head Work,” The University Exten- 
sion Movement,“ Pestalogzi,”’ The,. Sun- 
day School of the Future,“ Women and

RAINY SEASON MAKES ISLANDS 
INHABITABLE FOR WHITES.

Average Weather Equal to That of 
‘United States and Appreciated by 
Elgerly Persons — Temperature in 
the Sulus, and Southern Portions 
Cooler than in the North—Methods 
of Transportation in Manila Inade- 
quate to the Population.

MANILA, June 8—The season of rains is 
evidently at hand in the Philippines. It is 
hard to tell whether the American dweller 
in these islands prefers the dry or the rainy 
season. The latter is the cooler, but monoto- 
nous. Without the wet period of the year 
the Island of Luzon might be well nigh 
if not alfogether uninhabitable by the white 
race; as it is, nature has done so wisely 
in arranging the distribution of wet and dry 
that the average climate is equal to that 
of the United States, especially when one 18 
‘approaching the period of the “ sere and 
yellow leaf,” and more and more dreads the 
cold winters of our Northern States. | 
Manila is not favorably situated as to 
climatic conditions in the archipelago; there 
are many points in the islands where the 
climate is far more pleasant and healthy. 
The Spanish residents tell us of a certain 
region in the Isle of Luzon which they de- 
scribe as beautiful and salubrious. Pine 
trees are found there and the elevation is 
such that the air is pleasantly cool. It is 


probably be the seat of suburban residences 
for the merchants of the city. | 
*| Cooler in the South. 

Down south in the Sulus the weather ‘is 
cooler and more agreeable than up north 
in Manila. The Philippine archipelago ts 
long extended from north to south, but the 
farther south the cooler in general seems 
the climate, though in the center of this 
Island of Luzon is found probably the near- 
est approach to cold weather in the islands. 
In the interior is a range of mountains near- 
ly 10,000 feet high. Frost was met by our 
troops ‘who penetrated there, and the na- 
tives of that region told of a white rain.” 
There is probably much of interest to be 
discovered in the northern section, as well 
as the interior of Luzon, in natural products 
as well as the strange people inhabiting that 
region. 

One prime want of the City of Manila is 
an electric railway. Here we are living in 
a city of more than 200,000 people, whase 
means of locomotion are a horse rallway and 
private rigs drawn by one horse, called 
carametas and keleese. There is probably 
no city on the globe of its population and 
commerce with so inadequate transporta- 
tion for its citizens as Manila. 

Horse cars in a city of this size are bad 
enough, but such horses, and such cars. 
Any man of ordinary humane feelings would 
refrain from adding an additional burden 
to the load under which the poor little 
beasts, by courtesy called horses, are stag- 
gering. The followers of Henry Berg would 
und a wide field for their operations in Ma- 
nila. Every horse car driver in the city 
would be arrested the day the society's 
power was exercised,, and the hardest 
worked or the most overworked animals 
in the world would have a respite. ' 

Electric Line Needed. 

The ingenuity of man seems to have been 
put to the test to invent the most uncom- 
fortable means of conveyance, and the re- 
suit is, that if the unwary stranger takes 
the carameta he will wish he had taken the 
kelees®. and whoever takes the keleese will 
surely wish that he had taken anything else. 
Anything in the way of conveyance would 
be better, not excluding the back of the 
cariboo, on which is seen frequently perch 
the native or Chinese driver. | 

It would seem that capital invested in an 
electric car line would be a safe investment 
in Manila, whatever may be the govern- 
ment of the future, and that such investment 
would give large returns is evidenced by the 
crowded condition of the horse cars. A 
street car line is needed along the bay, where 
are the finest and most desirable residence 
sections of the city. At the present time 
rents are excessively high, and desirable 
houses scarce, though it is said that lots 


can be purchased at reasonable rates and a

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comfortable house for aiemall family be 
built for $2,000, Mexican, or for half that 
sum in gold. 


Cost of Household Goods. 

House furniture costs as much as in the 
States. A nepa roof is cooler than the 

more expensive tin. In furnishing no cur- 
| tains are required or carpets or anything 
that contributes to the warmth of the rooms. 
The general furniture is rattan or cane, 
which could be obtained at low rates dur- 
ing the early days of the American dccupa- 
| tion, and are yet, I think, comparatively 
cheap, though the common necessaries of 
life, as most other articles, have greatly 
advanced in price, so that Manila is at the 
present time perhaps the most expensive 
of the tropical cities to live in. 

It may be, and certainly is to be hoped, 
that there will be a return to former rates 
when peaceable relations shall be estab- 
lished, and the ending of the present guer- 
rilla warfare shall permit the uninterrupted 
cultivation of the soil and navigation be- 
tween the islands of the archipelago shall 
lead to a profitable domestic commerce.

Friends of Evanston Woman Think 
„George in Cablegeam Is Meant 
for Her Name. : 


Friends of Dr. Anna Gloss of Evanston, 
who, it was belleved, had suffered at the 
hands of the Boxers at Chefoo, where she 
was stationed, have been reassured to some 
extent by the following cablegram received 
from the Rev. Frederick Brown in answer 
to a request for definite information concern- 
ing the Methodist missionaries at that place: 


CHEFOO, July 12.—Safe: Hopkins, Pyke, Mar- 
tin, Hayner, Croucher, Stevenson, Benn, Glover, 
Shockley, E. Lowrey, Mrs. King, George, Barrow, 
Verity. 

‘As there is no missionary by the name of 
George, the presumption is that Gloss 
was the word originally written. Dr. David 
8. Thompson of the Northwestern Christian 
Advocate was inclined to accept this version 
of the message. 

A letter from Frances B. Patterson, dated 
at Tien Tsin on June 16, was received at the 
headquarters of the Woman's Presbyterian 
Board of Missions yesterday morning. Miss 
Patterson is a Chicago woman and was in 
charge of the girls’ boarding school at Tien 
Tsin. A cablegram of more recent date an- 
nounces her escape from the scene of the 
disturbance and her safe arrival at Kobe, 
Japan. It is supposed that she secured pas- 
sage upon a United States war vessel. In 
her letter she says: 

Our compound is full of refugees. The Boxers 
have burned and plundered the property of all 
Christians. Fifty-five American vailors and ma- 
rines are quartered in the Aiken house and in the 
Temperance Hall near by, and our quiet com- 
pound is turned into a military camp. They are 
all from the Newark, Captain McCalla, and are 
a fine set of men. The Boxers have burned so 
many stations and bridges that communication 
by rail is cut off and the river is unsafe. The 
Chinese government's promises of protection are 
worth little or nothing, because all along they 
have secretly aided and abetted the Boxers.

That Lord Roberts will be ordered to China 
at an early date is extremely probable, if 
not absolutely certain. It is not because he 
is the only General available, but because 


rank and distinction to admit of the various 
commanders of the allied forces in China 
serving under his orders. In every War 
department of Europe—in that of Berlin in 
particular—Lord Roberts enjoys fame as one 
of the most capable and successful com- 
manders now living, and, posse of in- 
finite tact as he is, he can be regarded as 
a man under whom any troops and any 
officers of lower rank than a field marshal 
would be willing to serve without heart- 
burning. 

Moreover, there is no European General 
who understands the Asiatic character bet- 
ter, or who can rival the experience of things 
Oriental which he obtained during his forty 
years of continuous service in India. True, he 
has not taken any part in the previous China 
campaigns, as did Lord Wolseley, but the 
latter is a sick man, and in view of the 
painful and distressing malady with which 
he is afflicted, his going to China would prove 
fatal. At the present moment there is no 
General living who has commanded an 
army of 200,000 men in a war, or who has 
led a force of that size to victory, and be- 
fore the Chinese troubles are brought to a 
conclusion there will be much nearer 200. 
000 than 100,000 of European and American 
troops fighting side by side in China. 


There have been far more difficulties about 
this question of the supreme command of 
the allies in China than any one would be 
willing to believe. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the senior ranking. officer, no mat- 
ter what nationality, would be conceded the 
command of the combined forces. But when 
Japan spoke of sending one of her Field Mar- 
shals who had played a victorious role in 
the Mikado's war with China five years ago 
she was plainly informed by the great pow- 
ers that no matter how many victorious 
Field Marshals she might send the com- 
mand of the allied troops could never be con- 
fided to any one of them, since no European 
or American General would consent to serve 
under the orders of an Asiatic. France 
thereupon proposed to send General Dodds, 
conqueror of Dahomey, and one of the senior 
and ranking Generals of her army. But 
at once -it was pointed out to the French 
government that no matter how gallant and 
clever General Dodds might be, no matter 
how extensive his experience of the Chinese 
methods of warfare obtained in the Ton- 
quin campaign, the Generals and officers 
of other foreign powers would resent being 
obliged to serve under him owing to the 
strong strain of negro blood in his veins, his 
father having been a French official of Eng- 
lish parentage employed in the French West 
African colony of Senegal, and his mother 
a native woman. France thereupon with- 
drew the name of General Dodds. 

Owing to the fact that the United States 
has no territorial designs upon China, it 
was at one moment suggested to invest the 
American General with the supreme com- 
mand. But General Chaffee does not pos- 
sess the rank, the prestige, or the experience 
to justify any such arrangement. In fact, 
at the present moment, Lord Roberts is the 
only European officer of the rank of Field 
Marshal available for service in the field. 
Germany, it is true, has a few Field Mar- 
shals, but they are all men of advanced 
age, several of them being, moreover, reign-
